Countess sabclla Kwllecki Is

‘HER HUSBAND APPEARS 
AS ACCESSORY TO CRIME 


| Countess Pretended To Give Birth to 
the Boy and Presented Him as 
the Heir to an Estate of 
Ten Thousand 
Acres. 


Berlin, October 26.—The trial of Count- 
ess Isabella Wesierska Kwilecki, belong- 
ing to a rich and aristocratic Polish 
family, on the charge of pretending 
to have borne a son over six years ag§0, 
and presenting him as the heir to an e&- 
tate at Wroblewe, province of Posen, 
consisting of 10,000 acres and having @

These, whose n@mes Nave 
not been disclosed, are said to have pro- 
cured an illegitimate child for her.

HORRORS OF CONGO STATE. 


United States Watching “utcome of 
the Investigation. 


Washington, October 26.—Although not 
directly involved, the state department 
is watching with interest the quarrel be- 
tween the British foreign office and the 
administration of the Congo Free State. 
which has led the former to demand @ 
reconstruction and reformation of the 
administration of the Free State. 

The king of Belgium is the titular head 
of this state. and he has supplied the 
state department with a detailed answer 
to the charges made against the Congo 
administration by the British govern- 
ment. These charges are that Congo 
has been guilty of maladministration, of 
gross cruelty to the natives and of bad 
treatment of the missionaries. The state 
department here ts particularly interest- 
ed in the last charge because American 
missionaries are among the sufferers. Dr. 
Morrison, of Boston, representing the 
American missionaries, has complained 
to the state department of the alleged 
misconduct of the Free State officials. 
The doctor is coming to Washington, by 
appointment, to see Mr. Hay to elaborate 
| these charges. As to the Belgium de- 
| fense, it is supplied to the state depart- 
ment merely as a matter of informa- 
tion and ts in a way an answer to Morri- 
son's charges.

OR EATORIION 


‘0. Deflant Humor the Welking 
Delegate Faces. Jury 


After an Attempt To Secure a Con- 
tinuance on the Part of Parks’

New York, October 26.—The trial of 
Sam Parks, the walking delegate who 
has already been convicted of one of the 
extortion charges against him, was begun 
todey ,before Judge Newhberger.

‘ayed against Mr. Osborne, Who was 
he prosecuting attorney in that famous 
ase, 

Parks wore his usual defiant expression 
vhen he entered the court room today, 
out he did not look as healthy as during 
uis previous trial. On the recalling of 
he trial Mr. Osborne moved for a post- 
onement on the ground that he believed 
his client could not obtain a fair and 
mpartia] trial; that the oase should not 
4 ealled unt{l the court of appeal had 
‘andered a decision on a certificate of 
easonable doubt on which the defendant 
vas released from Sing Sing and that 
he health of the defendant is such that 
‘Ounse] could not properly consult with 
iim. Mr. Osborne produced affidavits 
‘rom prominent physicians to the effect 
hat Parks is suffering from chronic tu- 
rearculosig of both lungs and each of the 
lefendant’s lawyers presented affidavits 
fa similar character. Judge Newberger, 
however,. denied the motion for a con- 
inuance and directed that the trial pro- 
‘eed. As s0on as the examination of 
he talesmen began it was seen the de- 
fendant’s counsel would not accept any 
iuror who had formed an opinion about 
‘he case; was antagonistic to labor or- 
ranizations or unions or was {In any Way 
‘onnected or in sympathy with the build- 
ng trades employers’ association. When 
recess was taken two jurors had been 
accepted. Fred W. Schiwers, a coal and 
feed dealer, and Marion S. Silverberg, 
proprietor of a soap factory. 

After recess the examination proceed- 
9d. Richard V. Hartsfeld, a bookkeeper, 
was accepted as the third juror.

Negroes Will Hold Con- 
ference in Washington To 
Discuss Subject.
